The Spanish party. as it has 
been for Fears, was the most 
resistant to Soviet pressure, and 
remained the most openly critical 
noi only of occasional Soviet de- 
cisions but of basic Kremlin de- 
mands. The Italians were warr 
of antagonizing the Russians, but 
stuck to their own views. 

The French criticized Moscow 
only for bad tactics at 2 delicate 
moment, not only for the Spanish 
Communists but also for them- 
selves in their own election cam- 


paign. 
The main changes in the 
French party's doctrine have 
been on the question of national- 
ism, on which they have come to 
rival the Gaullists in putting 
French interests first. Basie at- 
titudes and the party structure 
do not appear to have changed. 


Gestures by Brezhnev 


The Soviet leader, Leonid 
Brezhnev, did not receive the 
French Communist leader, Geor- 
ges Marchais, during his Paris 
summit meeting, but he did cail 
on Jacques Chirac, leader of the 
rightist neo-Gaullist movement. 

In a similar gesture, Mr. 
Brezhney sent a message of 
congratulations to King Juen 
Carlos of Spain on his saint's 
day, wishing for the development 
cf relations between their two 
countries. 

That, for the Russians, is a 
matter of diplomacy and not the 
business of Commumists else 
where, because the principle of 
“proletarian internationalism” 
traditionally implies that all 
good Communists must put 
Moscow's interests first. 

Awareness of the divergences 
among the Western Communists 
was evidently a factor in the 
attack on Mr. Carrillo. Western 
analysts expect it to be followed 


with the Spanish party if it 
cannot be brought into line. 

Statements by Eastern Euro- 
pean teaders in the last month 
indicate that the campaign was 
carefully prepared, and that trey 
were told about it before the 
attack on Mr. Carrillo appeared 
in a long article in the journal 
Novore Vremys. 

Reactions in East 

The Eastern Europeans have 
also shown a variety of reactions.

Accuse Moscow of ‘Excommunication’ 


Spanish Communists Stand Behind Carrillo.

MADRID, June 26.—The Cen- 
tral Committee of the Spanish 
Communist party issued a com- 
muniqué yesterday that rejected 
Soviet attacks on the party's gen- 
eral secretary, Santiago Carrillo, 
and accused Moscow of using “ex- 
communication” methods rather 
than “scientific analysis of prob- 
Jems.” 

The committee, after the first 
session of a two-day meeting, is- 
sued the defense of Mr. Carrillo 
in response to an editorial that 
appeared Thursday in the Soviet 
journal, Novoye Vremya. The edi- 
torial accused Mr. Carrillo and 
other proponents of independent 
Eurocommunism of playing into 
the hands of the enemies of Com- 
munism and the Soviet Union, 

The committee said the com- 
munigqué was proposed by 81-year- 
old party president Dolores [bar- 
vuri (La Pasionaria) and eight 
other party leaders who have 
spent much time in the Soviet 
Union, Mrs. Ibarruri’s role sur- 
prised some politicians who had 
considered her close to the Mos- 
cow line, 

The communiqué said Moscow's 
methods “are one reason you can= 
not present the so-called socialist 
realiam existing in countries like 
the Soviet Union as an ideal] 
model of soctalist society.” 

It said, “For Spain, as for other 
capitalist countries of similar 
characteristics, the so-called Zu- 
rocommunist way offers the only 
valid alternative in the advance 
to socialism.”

N.Y. Scientists 
Tie Concorde to 


‘Weather Studies 


WASHINGTON, June 26 (UPD. 
—New ‘York scientists said yester- 
day that the sonic boom of the 
Concorde supersonic transport -is 
an ideal tool for unraveling 
weather mysteries in the- upper 
atmosphere. - . 

The finding was “announced 
by Dr. Nambath . Balchandran, 
Dr. William Donn and Dr. David 
Rind. all of the Lamont-Doherty 
Geological Observatory at Pali- 
sades, N.Y. They sald it may 
help to understand the behavior 
of global weather patterns. ~ 

“Although the sonic booms from 
supersonic transports. have been 
responsible for irritating and 
sometimes damaging side effects, 
the resulting soumd may have 
important geophysical applica- 
tions as.a probe of the atmo- 
sphere.” Dr. Donn and his cal- 
leagues wrote in the July i issue 
of Science magazine, published 
by the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science. 

They. said that sonic shock 
waves caused by the Concorde 
hit the stratosphere 31 miles up, 
the thermosphere from 62 to 78 
miles up, then enee back to 
earth. 

By measuring the. grequency of 
these signals and reflections, Dr. 
Donn said, scientists hope to 
learn more about upper atmo- 
spheric winds, temperatures and 
pollutants.

HULL, Quebec, June 26 (NYT).

Aramco Paid No U.S. Taxes in 75

WASHINGTON, June 26 (WP:. 
—The Aramco partners, Exxon, 
Texaco. Mobfl and Socal—paid 
no U.S. taxes on $2.8 billion in 
profits from their oil operations 
in Saudi Arabia in 1975. 

But, under a 1975 tax law 
that was intended to tighten up 
on credits taken by the 
national off companies 
foreign income taxes, the Internal 
Revenue Service could claim 
$336 million in tax payments 
trom the Aramco partners, in- 
formed officials say. 

Influential congressional fig- 
ures are urging the IRS to 
adopt a tough audit policy to 
these taxes, it was 


An Aramco spokesman con- 
ceded that no U.S. taxes had 
been paid on 1975 income from 
Saudi Arabian operations “be- 
cause Saudi taxes exceeded US. 
taxes. This thing has been 
beaten to death for years,” he 
said. “Tf someone tried to fig- 
ure out the best way of driving 
American companies out of the 
Middle Hast and turning it over 
to the Dutch, the French and 
others, they couldn't find a bet- 
ter way. The whole thing 
astounds me.” 

Aramco, according to Treasury 
sources, asserts it paid the Saudi 
Arabians $2.1 billion in taxes 
on its $2.8 billion 1975 income. 
Since U.S. taxes, at a 43-per- 
cent rate, would have been less 
than $14 billion, Arameo had a 
Saudi tax credit that more than 
wiped out its U.S. obligation. 

The question remains whether 
the $2.1 billion was a real Saudi 
tax on Aramco's income, or 
the sum of royalties and all 
other charges paid to the Saudis. 
If it was the latter, $2.1 billion 
would not be creditable against 
U.S. taxes, but merely a “cost 
of doing business,” leaving $700 
million taxable. At 2 48-per- 
cent rate, that would require the 
Aramco companies to pay $336 
million in U.S. taxes. 

The Aramco spokesman also 
said that the $2.8 billion income 
and $2.1 billion Saudi tax fig- 
ures cited by government 
sources ate 10 times less than 
gross sales and gross taxes. 
Government sources refer to the 
$28 billion and $21 billion fig- 
ures as net figures, 

The question of creditability of 
foreign oil taxes ts an old one, 
but hes surfaced again under 
pressure from Frank Church’s 
Senate subcommittee on foreign 
economic policy.

First Text of Cajun Language 
Aims at Keeping Culture Alive 


NEW ORLEANS, June 56 
(N¥T).—For 200 years, in the 
watery land south of New Orleans 
and in the western Louisiana 
prairie, the Cajuns have been a 
race apart. 

Although there have been fcars, 
especially among older Cajuns, 
that their culture is dying, they 
Bave managed to preserve their 
identity more successfully than 
most. U.S. minorities. The reason 
is probably their language, a 
modified version of 1ith-century 
French. 

Now they have what is believed 
to be the first textbook for teach- 
ing the Cajun language, in an ef- 
fort to strengthen Cajun culture. 

‘The book will be the basic text 
for a new sophomore course in 
the foreign language department 
at Louislana State University in 
Baton Rouge this fall and will be 
taught in the next schoo! year In 
8. south Louisiana high school, 
possibly three, 

The author, James Donald 
Pauik, 52, who lives near Abbe- 
ville, La. sees his book as a tool 
that can stop the steady erosion 
of the Cajun culture and lan- 
guage. The public interest in his 
book, Mr. Faulk feels, is a hope-

ministry has amassed almost $23 
million m the Jast seven years in 
land, stocks, bonds and cash hold- 
ings that have been shielded 
from public view, the Charlotte 
Observer reported today. 

The accumulation of wealth by 
the Graham ministry appears to 
be legal, the newspaper reported. 
But it said that the existence of 
the fund was never mentioned in 
previous interviews with Graham 
associates on the organization's 
holdings, 

Mr, Graham conceded in an in- 
terview that the existence of the 
fund has been kept secret, partly 
to avoid being inundated with 
requests for help, the newspaper 
said, 

The fund, the World Evan- 
gelism and Christian Education 
Fund of Dallas, supports such 
causes 85 the Campus Crusade 
for Christ and the Fellowship of 
Christian Athletes. Between 380 
and $0 per cent of the fund's 
receipts each year come from the 
Billy Graham Evangelistic As- 
sociation. 

The assets of the fund; accord- 
ing to the Observer, include 2,600 
acres of undeveloped iand in 
Buncombe County, N.C. valued 
at $3.6 million, and a 8183- 
million portfolio of blue-chip 
Stocks and bonds _ including 
AT&T, Exxon, General Electric 
and IBM.

Language Was Banned 

Mr. Faulk and many other Ca- 
juns can remember when their 
native language was banned from 
their schools to encourage assimi- 
lation. But in recent years French 
as spoken by Parisians has been 
taught to Louisiana schoolchil- 
dren by teachers from France, 
Belgium, Switzerland, Haiti and 
Quebec, in an effort to re-estab- 
lish the language. 

Some Cajuns grumbled that 
the modern French their chil- 
dren were learning was not true 
Cajun, For example, the French 
“je bois,” or “I drink,” becomes 
“y;"bwo” in Cajun. 

Mr, Faulk decided to develop a 
course in Cajun after a student 
in his high school French class 
complained, “I've been learning 
French so long and I still cant 
speak to my grandma.” 

After he began to offer Cajun 
Prench to his students at Growley 
High School, he said, they “flock+ 
ed in hordes to the classes.” 

His textbook concentrates on 
Cajun French as spoken in Ver- 
milion Parish. As in the other 
parishes settied by the 4,000 Aca- 
dians who migrated to southern 
Louisiana in 1755, it is basically 
1ith-century Prench with a mixe 
ture of other words, English, 
Spanish, Italian. German, Indian, 
African and Portuguese.

No Tribute for This Aid Bill 


The U.S. House of Representatives has 
voted by a lopsided margin to prohibit any 
international institutlon from using Amer- 
ican money for aid to seven countries—Cuba, 
Vietnam, Cambodia, Laos, Angola, Mozam- 


pique. and Uganda. in a fit of uncompre- 
hending pique, Mberals, eentrists, and con- 
Servatives made common cause thus to 
undermine President. Carter’s attempts to 


‘re-establish some decent relationships with 


Indochina and Cuba, and to cloud the future 
of the international aid agencies. 

The principal reason-for-being of 2 World 
Bank. United Nations Development Fund and 
the other regional aid banks is that ther 
insulate international aid from the direct 
political controi of the donor nations, Their 
value lies precisely in the fact that they can 
apply objective economic criteria to develop- 
ment ald decisions. The United States or 
any other donor is free to vote in these 
bodies from political motive, We are not 
free to veto the votes of others or to demand 
that international institutions that ably 
serve our general purposes obey our every 
specific command. 

The cause of international aid and cooper- 
ation cannot long survive the House's 
parochialism. Nor can the treaties by which 
the United States participates in these insti- 
tutions. Conceivably. some smart attorneys 
can cook the accounts of the World Bank so 
that “American” dollars are kept in one 
drawer while everyone else’s doliars are 
kept in another to promote the fiction that 
the two are not mixed and so let a few 
hundred members of Congress retain their 
Sense of purity. But such legerdemain 


should not be the American contribution to 
international law in this day and age. 

What is bothering the House? Most of all 
Cuba and Vietnam, we suspect. Not one 
cent of tribnie and all that after Cuba's de~ 
flance of American domination and Viet- 
nmam’s humiliation of our might. Looking 
backward. this is understandable enough. if 
deplorable. Looking forward. to the efforts 
of those regimes to wriggle free of total 
dependence on the Soviet Union, it is folly 
to punish them and the President for talk- 
ing again. 

Some no doubt are 8150 concerned about 
human rights in the nations on the House's 
forbidden lst. Being holier than Jimmy 
Carter on this subject must be particularly 
gratifying. but it can hardly be the real 
motive to thwart him thus, So there remains 
a desire to demonstrate who's in charge— 
White House or Congress? We would be 
tuore sanguine about such ἃ contest ff the 
foreign-affairs actions of the House evi- 
denced the subtlety and ambiguity that any 
venture into diplomacy requires. 

Carter had better learn from this experi- 
ence that the most obvious national interest 
Taay not be so obvious to all his country- 
men. He has not artfully explained his 
decisions to cut off aid in one country, but 
not in another. while championing human 
tights everywhere. Nor has he set forth his 
objectives in Indochina or Cuba. He may 
be rescued on this round, if the Senate re- 
jects the House limitations and insists on 
¢liminating them when the two houses 
confer. But his list of required rescues is 
already too long,

A Back Seat for Air Travelers 


Thanks to an eleventh-hour agreement, 
the planes are still flymg between Amer- 
ican cities and London. But that's about 
the only good thing to be said about the 
Anglo-American air pact initialed last week. 
By further restricting competition among 
airlines, the pact promises to reduce the 
quality of transatlantic air service and 
possibly raise its cost as well. More disturb- 
ing. the agreement will serve as a standard 
for other countries seeking new air agree- 
ments with the Dnited States. 

Why did President Carter, a strong advo- 
eate of airline competition. accept such an 
agreement? The British wanted it badly, 
and the President was reluctant to risk de- 
terioration of relations with Britain, or to 
embarrass the Labor party government. The 
United States delegation was further handi- 
capped by the need to smooth feathers ruf- 
fled by New York's denial of test-landing 
rights for the Concorde. 

Under the new accord, only one United 
States carrier. instead of two. will fly non- 
stop to Ensland from Boston and San Fran- 
eisco. and new service to London from 
Atlanta, Dallas and Housten will be limited 
to Just a single carrier from each city, The 
United States carriers will no longer be per- 
mitted to continue on to certain major Euro- 


pean cities after landing in England, making 
it necessary in these cases for American 
travelers to change planes in London. The 
British also hope to use a vaguely worded 
provision of the pact to limit the total 
number of daily flights between the two 
countries, 

Unfortunately, concessions made to the 
British will almost certainly weaken the 
United States bargaining position with other 
countries, since the Anglo-American agree- 
ment has traditionally served as a model. 
Italy and Japan have already formally re- 
nounced their air treaties with us; both 
want to reduce competition between their 
carriers and United States lines. 

Is there any way, then, to prevent further 
injury to the interests of the traveler? Since 
most international carriers seem determined 
to put airline interests ahead of those of 
the passenger. some compromises with allied 
governments are inevitable. Cooperation on 
vital issues. such a8 nuclear proliferation 
and international economic recovery are, 
after all. more important than increasing the 
number of flights each week to Tokyo. But 
consumers deserve more agressive represen- 
tation from Washington than they received 
in London.

ltalian Feminists Turn to Violence

FROME June 26 1WP).—Two 
“pappagall,” or  girl-chasers, 
molest two women near Rome 
University and are roughed up 
by a group of feminists. A 19- 
year-old is accused of rape and 
finds himself undergoing a “peo-. 
ple's trial” by 400 angry female 
high school students in Milan, A 
women's group takes credit for a 
gasoline bomb discovered under 
the car of a successful Genoa 
gynecologist. Three armed wom- 
en burst into the Milan office of 
@ firm accused of exploiting wom- 
en and pour acid on the type- 
writers. 

Incidents like these, which oc- 
curred in the last three months, 
are causing Italians to wonder 
whether Italy's srowing feminist 
movement may be slowly taking 
a turn toward violence. 

The women’s movement, at 
first cheracterized by poor or- 
ganization end extreme politici- 
zation, appeared here early in 
this decade. But its early em- 
phasis on independence and au~ 
tonomy appears to be giving way 
to one of open hostility to a 
Iundamentelly patriarchal so- 
clety. 

The two major grievances of 
italian women at the moment 
are both examples of what fem- 
inists here see as society's violence 
against women—the abortion 
question and the increase of rape, 
perticularly by gangs of young 


men. 
Angry Words 

The banners and = slogans 
displayed at recent demonstra- 
tions in Rome, Milan and other 
major cities indicate that the 
movement is strongly tempted by 
the idea of reprisal “Feminist 
Violence Against the Macho 
State,” “Rebellion Is Beautiful” 
and “Rapists, You Will Pay,” are 
just some of the angry words 
that Italian feminists are using. 

In April, women waiting out- 
side a Rome courthouse where 
seven rapists were on trial made 
8 menacing scissors morement 
with their fingers and cried, 
“Come on out, we'll give you 2 
good trial.” And in Milan high 
School] girls protesting 2 class- 
mate's rape chanted, “Carnal 
violence, the courts don't know 
how, we women must arm our- 
selves now.”

‘Rabbis Urge 


More Children 


FALLSBURG, N.Y. June 26 
‘AP).—The Central Conference of 
American Rabbis. shifting its 
traditional stance, is urging 
Jews to have more children, “be- 
cause there are simply not 
enough of us to be ‘assured 
survival in succeeding genera- 
tions.” 

“While reform Judaism ap- 
Proves birth control, we also rec- 
ognize our obligation to main- 
tain a viable and stable Jewish 
population. Therefore, couples 
are encouraged to have at least 
two or three children.” the 
rabbis said. 

They added that there is the 
possibility that im 100 years 
“only a few Jews will remain: all 
the others wil] have disappeared, 
victims of assimilation. mixed 
marriage, mdifference and a low 
birth rate.”

MARA, Western Sahara (WP). 
—in the western Sahara near 
the Moroccan-controlled town of 
mara, there is a large sign erect- 
ed by Saharan guerrillas who 
want to throw the Moroccans out. 
‘The sign marks the entrance to 
® guerrilla base camp. and in 
carefully handwritten Arabic it 
warns, “Do Not Enter.” 

Four hundred miles away, 38- 
year-old Lalti Smael Bardi eased 
her Sovitet-made Kalishnikov as- 
sxult rifle off her shoulder and 
knelt in the sand. She breathed 
lightly. although for the last two 
hours she had been jogging. 
marching. firing her gun and 
throwing herself prone in the 
midday heat. . 

She had not yet participated 
fm an offensive military opera- 
tion. she explained. but, like the 
other women in her unit. she 
hhad done defensive duty. 

“When our training is complet- 
ed. we will fight alongside the 
other cuerrillas.” she said. Her 
son also is in the army, “If 
necessary. his children will fight 
ome day. too. But however long 
it takes. we will win.” 

That attitude is characteristic 
ef the Polisarfo front indepen- 
dence movement that is opposing 
a takeover of this former Span- 
ish colony by Morocco and Mau- 
Yitania. which divided the ter- 
ritory in an agreement with 
Spain 18 months ago. 

In the four years sitice its 
formation. Polisario has grown 
from a youthful band of desert 
fighters attacking Spanish out- 
posts with ancient muskets, to a 
broad-based nationalist organiza-

Tts hit-and-run raids against 
fortified targets hundreds of 
tiles inside Morocco and Mau- 
ritania have prompted political 
leaders in both countries to con- 
sider attacking neighboring Alge- 
ria. which supplies the guerriilas 
with arms.

of the Conumunist party of the 
Sovlet Union, the number of doc- 
tors in the Soviet Union increas- 
ed from about 20,000 in 1917 to 
about 300,000 in 1957... and under 
the same leadership, illiteracy 
declined from over 50 per cent to 
less than 5 per cent.” 


The Kremlin's firm and often 
harsh control has made it possible 
to mobilize the resources for 
transforming places like Kazakh- 
Stan in Central Asia. Daghes- 
tan in the Caucasus Mountains 
and Yakutia in northeastern 
Siberia from the wilds they were 
merely two generations ago, re- 
mote lands of nomads and exiles, 
into modern societies. After all, 
vast areas of the Soviet Union 
were totally undeveloped at the 
time of the revolution. But today. 
for instance, Yakutsk. the capital 
of Yakutia, has a population of 
150.000. high-rise apartment 
buildings, theaters, a university 
all that in winter temperatures 
that average more than 40 de- 
grees below zero.

Inhuman Rights

EW YORK—Net York is the 
only ciiy in the world where 
you can get deliberately run down 
on the sidewalk by a pedestrian. 
Of your guard for an instant, 
‘nd they smash head-on into 
you. or more 
eonmonlr, they 
clip you blind- 
side on one 
shoulder and send 
you skidding out 
ef control into 
an oncoming 
mass of pedestri- 
ans who batter 
your hipbones 
and dent your 
sternum, It's ἃ 
sidewalk demoli- 
tion derby. 

These coltisions are usually hit~ 
and-run and, though bruising, 
rarely produce hospital-trpe dam- 
rege. Unlike auto collisions or 
quarrely over a parking space, 
they produce very little bile and 
few shootings, This is puzzling 
when vou first come to New York, 
Since almost every encounter be- 
tween strangers here seems 
freighted with potential Zor. blood- 
letting, but the collisions rarely 
produce even an exchange of 
eurses. 

I have been in thousands of 
them now and only one produced 
even @ human sound. It eccur- 
red on Fifth Avenue when a well~ 
dressed woman approaching at 
about 7 miles an hour angled 
across the sidewalk, planted an 
elbow in my solar plexus, then 
noticed me. screamed, “Whore 
master,” and moved on. 

It was such s delight to be 
eursed with an Elizabethan vo- 
eabulary for a change that I 
didn’t even mind the follow-up 
shoulder In the ribs administered 
br an onconiing male when Id 
turned to look back at her. 

The reason for these collisions 
is not simply rudeness. Ther re- 
sult from the New Yorker's pas- 
sionate love of rights. To live in 
New York is to be incessantly 
battered and badgered by persons 
insisting on their rights. 

In New York, everything that 
anybody wants to do becomes 2 
right to be fought for, at least 
by the person who wants to do it. 
As a result, New York lives in the 
midst of an unending rights orgy.

One of the New Yorker's most 
zealously guarced rights is the 
τίσιν to his pedestrian space. To 
yield a half step, to weave ever 
so slightly to accommodate an- 
other pedestrian is, in other 
places, a common courtesy that 
helps glue a fragile civilization 
together. 

The person who gives ground 
is imstantly sensed by the sur- 
rounding hordes to be timid. New 
York street crowds can sense 
these things the way animals can 
smell fear, The pedestrian who 
sields immediately becomes a 
victim, with other pedestrians 
altering their courses so they can 
smack into him or enjoy the 
satisfaction of seeing ἃ sniveler 
surrender his rights to them. 

What feral instinct is working 
here I cannot guess, but you see 
it constantly. A person yields 
onee, and immediately a half 
dozen other pedestrians move τὸ 
put the shoulder into him. It may 
be the communal contempt for 
the weakling not willing to fight 
for his rights.

In an evening rush how re- 
cently I saw a pedestrian cross- 
ing Park Avenue stop menacingly 
when 8. car at a red light drew 
too close to his space in the 
crosswalk. The pedestrian, an 
affluent-looking. middle-aged 
man, demanded to know why the 
car was infringing on his rights. 
The driver made a mistake. In- 
stead of nudging his bumper for- 
ward against the pedestrian’s 
calves to assert the rights of 
motorists, he apologized. 

The pedestrian was furious. 
What did this motorist mean by 
refusing to fight for the rights 
of motorists? 

He challenged the betrayer to 
get out for a fistic exchange. 
Fortimately, a policeman prevent- 
ed a two-mile traffic Jam with 
a thmely intervention, and the 
pedestrian strode on, a figure of 
Liberty's Defense, ruuning down 
other pedestrians with refreshed 
zest for the cause of rights. 

There were three passengers in 
tie driver's car. They were proba- 
biy ashamed of having been seen 
with him, although—who knows? 
—he may have regained his 
dignity by forcine a taxi into the 
eurb further up Park Avenue. 
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Miami Swamped by Urban Alligators _ 


By Bill Peterson 


ΠῚ IAMI (WP).—It was 
i $735 am. and a voice was 
barking urgently over the two- 
way radio: “Alligator αἱ, Miami 
Airport, Six-foot alligater block- 
ing runway 118." 

Within seconds, Roy Mar- 
tines. alligator catcher, was 
speeding his state patrol car 
northward. Normially, he is 8 
state game warden, but this 
time of the year he spends most 
of his time hunting alligators. 
not long ago thought in danger 
of extinction, in this urban area 
of 1.3 million, 

For “urban “alligators,” as 
they are called, have become a 
nigjor pest here and in other 
Florida cities. Last year alone, 
the State Game and Fresh 
Water Commission received 
10,000 complaints of nuisance 
alligators in residential canals, 
toads, swimming pools, golf 
courses and backyards. 

The alligators, ranging in 
length from 1 foot to 12 feet, 
usvally cause more fear and 
curiosity than real danger. This 
day, for example, the control 
tower at the airport spotted a 
gator lazily moving across 3 
runway about ὃ a.m. Tt prompt- 
Jy shut the rumway down and 
reported the sighting. 

But by the time Martinez 
and two other game wardens 
arrived, it was nowhere to be 
seen. They called in a heli- 
copter, which buzzed over a 
pond at the end of the runway. 
Then, armed with snares and 
fishing poles, they walked ἃ 
series of canals which surround 
the airport. There was no sign 
of the alligator. 

“This is another story of the 
aNigator that got away,” Mar- 
tinez said after an hour.

That's how most of Mar- 
tinez’s alligator bunts end, For 
the alligator, one of the last 
survivors of the dinosaur age, 
moves deceptively fast, often 
traveling up to 25 miles a day. 

In large part, the advent of 
the urban alligator 1s an en- 
vironmental success story, 


Endangered species or 


Twenty years ago, when con- 
servationists feared the animal 
was heading toward extinction 
after decades of indiscriminzte 
slaughter, there were far fewer 
sightings in urban areas, 

But as a result of tough con- 
servation moves, and bans on 
the sale of alligator hides, the 
alligator population has grown 
to more than 500,000 in Floride. 
And last winter, the federal 
Interior Department removed 
them from the endangered- 
species list, reclassifying most 
of them under the less re- 
strictive “threatened” category. 

The comeback of the alliga- 
tor, which was first put under 
federa] protection in 1966, has 
recetved widespread support 
here, The reptile is considered 
essential to the Mfe cycle of the 
Bvergiades, a swampy wilder- 
ness. Deer and other creatures 
depend on gator holes in times 
of drought, and their presence 
is thought to help sport fish- 
ing because gators devour trash 
fish such as gar that would 
otherwise crowd out bass and 
bream. 

The urban alligator is a dif- 
ferent question. Most of them 
are commuters.
